Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

1 . Species 1 : a container comprising a nozzle and attachment flange comprising two ends 
and a center, first and second attachment flanges having interior surfaces spaced apart from one 
another at the center section and converge at the two ends and a distance measured between the 
two ends at a point spaced apart from the container port is larger than the internal diameter of the 
nozzle, as per claims 1-33; 

2. Species 2; a container comprising a flexible attachment flange having two flange layers 
defining an interior cavity comprising a first opening and a larger second opening and at least a 
portion of the interior surface of the first flange layer is configured to contact at least a portion of 
the interior surface of the second flange layer when the flexible attachment flange is compressed, 
as per claims 34 and 37-39; 

3. Species 3: a container comprising a fin, as per claims 35 and 40-43; 

4. Species 4: a container comprising a first container port, a second container port, first 
and second flexible attachment flanges and a web connecting the flanges, as per claims 36 and 
44-45. ' 

The species are independent or distinct because, by way of example, species 4 requires 
first and second container ports and web connecting, because these limitations are not required 
for species 1-3 the searches are not coextensive and additional search would of necessity be 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally

held to be allowable. Currently, these claims are generic to the named species. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
